Schick Nicaragua is resuming its place among 
democratic nations and has joined other Latin 
American nations in a hopeful look to the future.

Schick is quite a politician. He became president 
in 1963, succeeding Luis A. Somoza of the powerful 
Somoza family which had ruled the country with an 
iron hand since the last king-sized revolution in 
1936. 
“I admit I know something of politics,” he 
said today during a two-hour press conference. ‘‘I 
should. For four years I lived in Washington, D.C.” 
Like most of the heads of state I ’ve met and 
talked to during this jaunt around Central America, 
Schick spent most of his time praising America 
and Americans and dodging more penetrating ques­ 
tions with good dexterity. As for America, he said: 
“Nicaragua considers the U.S. 
its greatest 
friend and staunchest defender of liberty and free­ 
dom in the world. And the spiritual and material 
help of your country to ours has been very great.” 
As to the Cuban problem, Schick felt any dis­ 
cussions of this should be left to a meeting of for­ 
eign ministers of the American nations. Interest here 
is great, of course, because of Cuba’s proximity and 
the fact that the Bay of Pigs fiasco was launched 
from Nicaragua and Guatemala. 
As for U.N. recognition of Red China, Schick is 
simply against it. This was another question he 
preferred not to discuss at length.

manager, replacing Wil­ 
liam H. Struwe, who resigned 
to take up a similar post in 
Moorestown, N.J.

I. begins at $8,500 and will be
